than an hour before the Presi- 
dent’s/scheduled arrival” and 
three weeks before the assas- 
sination, a lithographer was 
arrested in Chicago for a mi- 
nor traffic violation. It said 
the man, one of the conspira- 
tors, also was charged with 
carrying a concealed weaoon 
after police noticed a hunting 
knife on the front seat of the 
car. 

Skolnick contends the lithog- 
rapher, Thomas Arthur Val- 
lee, “was a double for Lee 
Harvey Oswald.” 

Attached to the suit were 11 
documents, including three 
FBI reports pertaining to the 
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assassination that were re- 
cently declassified by the Na- 
tional Archives. 

One of the reports notes that 
VaJJee, in a. Jan. 14, 1034, ap- 
pearance in Circuit Court, 
“revealed that he was very 
much against the present ad- 
ministration.” The report also 
states that Judge Gordon B. 
Nash denied a defense motion 
to suppress the evidence on 
the concealed weapon charge 
and released Vallee on $100 
bond. 

The other report states that 
William Corley, a Chicago tel- 
evision news director at the 
time, assigned a newsman to 
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trace the llccrse plated, on 
•Vallee’s car, SIlORF-J^.W- 
the newsman • reported that ; 
“the FBI had placed a freeze 
cn any information regarding 
this registration.” 

The third declassified docu- 
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ment states that Judge Nash 1 ' 
withdrew the .finding of guilty 
on the concealed weapon 
charge at Vallee’s subsequent 
court, appearance and contin- 
ued the case. for a year. - 
* Skolnick, who said the doc- 
uments were sent to him. by 
an un disclosed p erson, de- 
clared recent efforts to trace 
Vallce’s whereabouts were un-y 
successful. 

The suit demands that the 
Warren. Beport be declared 
void. 

r Skolnick initiated an investi- 
gation of two Illinois Supreme.- 
Court judges last year and ' 
charged tnem with improprie-'

Avith a Chicago bank. The jus- ; 
’tices later resigned. 
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
